The order was issued late yes- 
terday by the three judges of 
United States District Court after 
studying a two-page report filed 
by Bean. In his report the com- 
missioner complained that Freer 


struck a prisoner with his fist last | 


Oct. 24 after the defendant had 
cursed the prosecutor. 

The disturbance occurred at the 
close of a preliminary hearing for 
Eugene Gilford Rowley, an ex- 
convict arrested by St. Louis po- 
lice on Oct. 14 for possessing a 
stolen automobile. Commissioner 
Bean ordered Rowley held for 
trial on the ‘ederal charge of 
transporting a stolen machine 
‘across state lines. \ 

Charges Court.’ . 

When he fixed bond at $1500. 
Bean stated, Rowley complained 
about the amount and charged 
the commissioner with conduct- 
ing a “kangaroo court.” As a 
deputy marshal was leading the 
prisoner from the courtroom, 
Freer remarked to the court, “He 
wants to be a smart aleck,” Bean 
reported. 

Rowley cursed Freer, where- 
upon the attorney “struck at the 
defendant two times with his 
fist,” the commissioner said in 
his report. “I have since been 
informed that the blow aimed at 
the defendant by Mr. Freer 
reached and struck the defend- 
ant when he was there in the 
courtroom in the said custody 
of the marshal, while the com- 
missioner’s court, as being con- 
ducted by me, remained in ses- 
sion,” Bean added. 

Freer declined to discuss the 
incident, other than to say the 
epithets Rowley had directed at 
him were unprintable.

Testifying under oath today, 
Grady declared he bought the 
machine from another Negro, but 
had told policemen, who arrested 
him last Julv in the car that he 
stole it after two of them 
struck him with their fists at 
Central District Station. He added 
that one officer kicked him.

Senator in Talk Here Warns 
40 Pct. Tax on Incomes Is

Continued deficit spending and 
high taxes under the Truman ad- 
ministration are leading the coun- 
try to Socialism, United States 
Senator James P. Kem told a 
joint luncheon meeting of the 
downtown Kiwanis and Rotary 
clubs today at Hotel Statler. 

History indicates, Kem _ said, 
that Socialism takes over when- 
ever a government takes in taxes 
as much as 40 per cent of the 
people’s income. If that is the 
case, he declared, “we are now 
within 9 per cent of Socialism, 
for government is now using up 
31 per cent of all the earnings of 
the American people.” 

Opposing further use of tax 
funds for “socializing additional 
industries in England,” the. Mis- 
souri Republican Senator said 

country’s “march toward 
bankruptcy” must be halted by 
reducing governmental costs and 
gifts to foreign nations and “stop- 
ping our policy of financing So- 
cialism abroad.”

To Reach Deeper Into Russia; 
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Transmitters Being Built to Increase Num- 3 
ber of Programs, Broadcasts in Languages}. 
of Minorities Planned — Work on Ways'- 


to Overcome Jamming.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 


HE Voice of America is planning a major new effort to break 
through the Iron Curtain and present the American point of 


view to the Russian people. 


The attempt will consist of three main «phases: 
. 1. New radio transmitters are being built which will make it 
possible to send a larger number of programs on more different 
beams farther into the Soviet Union than can be doné with present 


equipment. 


2, Engineers are working out new techniques for overcoming 
Soviet jamming of American programs. 

3. Additional programs will be broadcast in languages spoken 
by minority people in Russia, if Congress votes the necessary 
funds. The Voice now broadcasts to the Soviet Union only in 


Russian, Ukranian and English. 


One of the chief purposes of the new American effort is to 
convince the Russian people that the United States wants peace— 
although by no means peace at any price—and that if peace is 
threatened now, this is not by the United States, but by the Soviet 


Government, 


The Voice will seek to make 
these points clear, not by exhorta- 
tions and unciations of its 
own, but by, reporting and ex- 
peace facts and by quoting and 
nterpreting utterances by Amer- 
ican and other officials and pri- 
vate citizens. — 

Broadcast on the H-Bomb. , 

This is the Voice’s standard 
operating procedure. Thus it has 
recently broadcast, among other 
things, President Truman’s an- 
nouncement Ahat the United 
States in self-defense will go 
ahead with work on the hydrogen 
bomb, Secretary of State Ache- 
son’s statement that this country 
wants peace, but will make no

books, magazines, newspapers 
and even match covers. 

The only way these media could 
be employed on any considerable 
scale in Russia would be by drop- 
ping them from airplanes—or, as 
one inspired columnist has sug- 
gested, by floating them in with 
balloons—and Washington consid- 
ers such methods. appropriate only 
against enemies in shooting wars.

And it was 
pretty. Perhaps it was not by chance that its 
first promoters were artists—Peale in Baltimore 
and Ambroise in Philadelphia. 

Gas really came into its own with the Wells- 
bach incandescent: mantle. Those fragile cones 
brightened and steadied the light. They made 
possible ‘really gala illuminations, indoors and 
out.

The hospitals 
did it, even though the ordinance, if enacted, 
will. cost them money. 

Is there any reason. why two other disaster- 
successor safety nreasures should still be only in 
the talk stage? Why cannot all St. Louis hotel 
owners and the nation’s coal mine operators fol- 
low the St. Louis hospitals’ lead and back the 
bills which concern them? There is just as much 
need for enforcemént of the new hotel fire 
safety code as there was the day before and the 
day after the Winecoff and LaSalle hotel fires.

AS DISASTER CONSULTANT for the local 
chapter of the American: Red Cross, cheerful 
Joe O’Connell has an ample outlet for both of 
these passions. To dozens of dazed, ' shivering 
citizens in distress his sudden appearance has 
meant.a fot.meal, a dry shirt and a secure roof 
when they needed them most., And for more 
than a year and a half now his presence has” 
been required at most major fires in St. Louis 
and much of &t, Louis county. 

On a typical job the other night he arrived 
within minutes of firemen at a blazing tenement 

d-town. Men, women and children were 

g by in night/clothes watching their only 

ns. go up in smoke. O'Connell 

ecked in with the police, persuaded the own- 

of an empty store building nearby to provide 

temporary shelter and called headquarters for 

cots and blankets. Then he cailed on the pro- 

a of an all-night. restaurant in the same 

lock and arranged for each of the burned-out 

tenants to get three hot meals a day without 
charge for the next five days. 

When a tornado recently flattened 11 build- 
ings and caused other heavy damage at Spanish 
Lake, O’Connell found that the storm-evicted 
families were able to find shelter with helpful 
neighbors and relatives, but that some were in 
need of financial assistance for re-building homes 
and replacing furniture. So far the chapter 
located at 3414 Lindell boulevard has spent 
$13,000 to aid those without insui'ance coverage 
and other resources. 
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O/CONNELL AND HIS ' WORKERS have out- 
fitted entire families with clothing, supplied them 
with | ¢ and emergency lodgings and 
arranged for funerals where surviving members 
of the victimized families were too poor or too 
distraught to be left on their own. Of course 
he can't help everybody, but for those who live 
from .ohe paycheck to the next--or have perhaps 
no inceme at all—his intervention means the 
difference between hopless tragedy and a chance 
to start anew. 

“We've got to work fast on these jobs,” he 
says, “because people disperse after they're hit 
by fire or some such loss and we sometimes 
have a hard time finding them again. Often we 
don’t stop helping after the first emergency is 
over. In many cases our assistance goes on for 
weeks and weeks after the disaster has disap- 
peared from the papers.”

As a further check, he 
listens to broadcasts virtually around the clock 
and frequently sets off straight from home to 
see what’s what. He has no siren on his car, 
but when he’s driving the office auto he’s sup- 
plied with a radio telephone that keeps him in 
constant tench with headquarters and enables 
him to send back messages when telephone lines 
are down in areas struck by heavy weather. 
Most of his calls, however, particularly at this 
time of the year, are caused by such prosaic 
mishaps as exploding stoves and overheated 


pipes. 

O'Connell is lucky in that his job—one of 
many supported by the Red Cross drive which 
gets under way this year on March 1—is also 
thoroughly enjoyed by his wife. Mrs. Lura 
O’Connell, who hails from Connecticut, shares 
her husband's professional affinity for disas- 
ters. They met in the St. Louis headquarters 
of the United States Coast Guard when she was 
in the Spars and both were working on flood 


rescues.

Perhaps 
this selection would do no good— 
the South and West spade hold- 
ings might have been a little dif- 
ferent—but certainly the queen 
lead was superior to the low card 
lead from every point of view.
